AN ACT1
RELATING TO THE OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY LICENSING BOARD; AMENDING SECTION2

54-3705, IDAHO CODE, TO REVISE PROVISIONS RELATING TO A LIMITED PERMIT3
AND TO MAKE A TECHNICAL CORRECTION.4

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho:5

SECTION 1. That Section 54-3705, Idaho Code, be, and the same is hereby6
amended to read as follows:7

54-3705. LIMITED PERMIT -- AND TEMPORARY LICENSE. (1) A limited8
permit may be granted to a graduate occupational therapist or a graduate9
occupational therapy assistant who has completed the education and expe-10
rience requirements of this chapter for an occupational therapist or an11
occupational therapy assistant. The permit shall allow a person to practice12
occupational therapy under supervision as defined in section 54-3715, Idaho13
Code. This permit shall be valid until the person is issued a license under14
section 54-3710, Idaho Code, or until the results of the examination taken15
are available to the board. The board may renew a limited permit once for a16
period of six (6) months or as extended by the board.17

(2) A temporary license may be issued by the board to an applicant who is18
currently licensed and in good standing to practice in another jurisdiction19
and meets the requirements for licensure by endorsement of the other juris-20
diction while the application is being processed by the board.21
